Independent claims 1,14, and 26 are directed towards a processing method and system 
and recite ".. .a post-processing filter for applying to overlapping blocks that overlap adjacent of 
the decoded blocks after decoding by the block transform-based codec, wherein the post- 
processing filter is not an inverse of the pre-processing filter, wherein the pre-processing filter is 
more relaxed and the post-processing filter is more aggressive relative to filters that are 
respectively inverses of the other. . ." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over 
the art of record. Dependent claims 3-5, 16-25, 28-37, and 43 are allowed for the reasons 
concerning the independent claims. Independent claims 9 and 38 are directed towards a digital 
processing system and recite ". . .at decoding, the block transform-based codec having a 
quantization parameter relating to an amount of quantization applied at encoding; a set of pairs 
of pre-processing and post-processing filters, the pre-processing filter for applying to 
overlapping blocks that overlap adjacent of the transform-coding block of the digital media 
signal prior to encoding by the block transform-based codec to effect spatial-domain lapped 
transform of the digital media signal, the post-processing filter for applying to overlapping 
blocks that overlap adjacent of the decoded blocks after decoding by the block transform-based 
codec. . ." which are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent of claims 11- 
13, and 40-42 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
